I know, it has been the Opinion of fome, as 
great Men as Major Wildman, or D. of 
Schombergh, that we might rather retrench 
halfour Naval Expence ; and that to keep 
so Capital Ships always together, would be 
as effe tual to our Safety, as the great Fleets 
we have always had out, and leave us more 
able both to guard and carry on’ our Com- 
merce.

3. Should this War end without recover- 
ing, Spain trom the Houfe of Bourbon, is it 
not very likely, the Spanifh Power un- 
der French Management may put us in the 
{ame Danger ? 

4. Should the French find out the Ways, 
Thave been mentioning, to make his People 
tn Canada great and ftrong, as we might 
make: N. England, how long fhall there be 
fuch a Place as New England lefc in the 
World? 


On the other Hand, 

1. Were we juftly concern’d for, and did.
